Demo panel kills growers' 
bill on farm labor law 


SACRAMENTO <UPI> - A 
Democratic-dominated Assem­ 
bly committee Tuesday killed a 
major grower-sponsored 
bill 
that would have made key 
changes in the state farm labor 
law and appropriated $3 8 
million to rejuvenate the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board 
Meantime, a bill backed by 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr and 
Cesar Chavez to revive the 
board without making any 
changes in the six-month-old 
law stalled in the Assembly 
Speaker Leo T McCarthy said a 
hearing on the measure was 
canceled because "we don’t 
have a semblance of an agree­ 
ment yet ” 
In another related action, the 
board scheduled a meeting to­ 
day to consider proposed new 
election rules designed to limit 
the access of union organizers 
to some growers property 
The Assembly Labor Rela­ 
tions Committee rejected on a 
1-7 party line vote the grower- 
sponsored bill (AB2615) by As­ 
semblyman Robert Nirnmo, R- 
Atascadero 
Backed by California’s most 
powerful farm organizations, 
the bill would have made eight 
key amendments to the farm 
labor law. including a sharp 
restriction on the organizers’ 
access to grower property 
Nimmo said the committee ac­ 
tion did not reflect 
wisdom, 
logic or equity but only where 
the power lies." 
Committee Chairman Bill 
Lockyer, D-San Leandro, said. 
"It is time to stop bickering 
amongst ourselves and let the 
board get on with the job of con­ 
ducting elections." 
"This is not to say that there 
haven’t been real problems as 
the critics of the board contend 
But I think in the past few 
w eeks we have seen a 
willingness of the board to 
clean up their own house." 
The lone vote for the Nimmo 
bill was cast by Assemblyman 
Mike Antonovich. R-Glendale 
Voting "no" were Democratic 
Assemblymen Richard Alator- 
re. Jack Fenton of Montebello, 
Ken Meade of Berkeley, Floyd 
Mori of Pleasanton. Alfred 
Siegler of Vallejo. Vincent 
Thomas of San Pedro and 
Lockyer 


The committee also rejected 
on 3-6 votes two other farm 
labor bills authored by Assem­ 
blymen Mori and Gordion Duffy 
R-Hanford

WASHINGTON (U P I) - As a 
result of Tuesday’s Florida 
primary results, if Ronald 
Reagan's campaign is not dead 
it at least is on the critical list 
And if Jimmy Carter is not the 
frontrunner for the Democratic 
nomination, then no one is. 
Reagan says he will continue 
his challenge of Ford all the 
way to the GOP national con­ 
vention in Kansas City in 
August 
But unless the former Cali­ 
fornia governor can quickly 
erase the memory of losses to 
Ford after confrontations in 
New Hampshire and Florida, as 
well as defeats in Massa­ 
chusetts and Vermont, he will 
be regarded as nothing more 
than a dogged loser 
Carter says there still is a 
long way to go to win the 
Democratic nomination, and he 
is right But by defeating the 
Alabama governor in Florida, a 
state where Wallace routed all 
Democratic comers four years 
ago. Carter demonstrated that 
Wallace is vulnerable in the 
South and reduced him again to 
the status of protest candidate. 
This has the practical effect 


of further reducing the Demo­ 
cratic nomination field and 
could assure Carter of at least 
second place on the ticket 
Reagan was supposed to have 
a lock on the conservative vote 
in Florida, and that was sup­ 
posed to be the ball game 
Florida also was supposed to be 
Wallace country and few pun­ 
dits believed Carter could do 
much beyond cutting into the 
Alabaman’s 41 8 per cent winn­ 
ing figure of 1972 
But Ford showed himself to 
be a good campaigner and quick 
to learn the advantages of the 
presidency in seeking votes He 
called in professionals to 
replace well-meaning amateurs 
in New Hampshire and Florida, 
but it appears it was Ford 
himself who pulled victory out 
in both states by timely visits 
and well-placed darts m his op­ 
ponent. 
Ford also had help from the 
economy 
Increasing signs of 
recovery, especially the con­ 
tinued reduction of unem­ 
ployment. had to be a campaign 
asset for him 
Reagan can pull himself up 
by defeating Ford in Illinois, 


North Carolina or Wisconsin 
But he had planned to show in 
the first primaries that Ford 
was no more than a small-time 
Michigan congressional politi­ 
cian who would fold at the first 
punch 
Carter’s victory must be 
viewed in the context of Henry 
Jackson’s effort in Florida All 
the major Democratic contend­ 
ers save the 
Washington 
senator avoided campaigning in 
Florida to let Carter go head to 
head with Wallace, and it is 
reasonable to consider the 
votes Jackson got as support 
siphoned from Carter 
The Florida triumph blurs 
Carter's fourth place finish in 
Massachusetts after his open­ 
ing week New Hampshire win 
But it does not really damage 
Jackson, the Massachusetts 
winner, or Rep Morns Udall, 
second in Massachusetts and 
leader among liberal Demo­ 
crats seeking the nomination 
Carter faces Wallace, plus 
Sargent Shriver and Fred 
Harris, next week in Illinois 
and Wallace 
Jackson, fldall 
and Harris March 23 in North 
Carolina *

Senators 
criticize 
coast plan 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
controversial bill to establish 
permanent controls on develop­ 
ment along the California coast 
has been criticized by two 
senators as being too sweeping 
During the measure's first 
hearing before the Senate 
Natural Resources Committee, 
Sen Ralph C Dills. D-Gardena. 
Tuesday accused sponsors of 
trying to extend their control 
past the seashore to land 
policies far inland 
The complaint was echoed by 
Sen Ruben Ayala, D-San Ber­ 
nardino. who vowed. "Well, 
they're not going to get it.” 
The massive bill (SB1579) 
embodies the bulk of the 
California Coastal Plan, a 
blueprint for regulating use of 
the 1,072-mile coast that result­ 
ed from voter passage of the 
1972 coastline initiative 
The 
coastal commissions, created 
under the initiative, drafted the 
plan after extensive hearings 
throughout the state 
Joseph 
E. 
Bodovitz, ex­ 
ecutive director of the state 
commission, told the commit­ 
tee that the bill was an effort to 
establish "sensible and long 
term policies for use of the 
coast" from among enormous 
and conflicting pressures on the 
scenic resource 
In response to criticism from 
Dills and Ayala. Bodovitz 
emphasized the permanent deve­ 
lopment controls proposed by 
the legislation would encom­ 
pass only coastal regions, and 
not inland portions of the state 
He acknowledged, however, 
the* bill does set forth "advice 
and guidance" for other agen­ 
cies that have jurisdiction over 
inland projects that could affect 
coastal 
resources. Such a 
project could be a factory 
development along a river that 
would empty pollutants into the 
ocean. 
The legislation, supported by 
environmentalists and opposed 
by many local government 
agencies and developers, was 
scheduled for more hearings 
this month The bill is carried 
by Sen Anthonv C Beilenson, 
D-Los Angeles 


120 killed in 
Russ air crash 


MOSCOW (U P I) - An air- 
liner on a domestic flight has 
crashed near Yerevan in 
Armenia, killing an estimated 
120 persons aboard, according 
to Soviet sources 
They said the four-engined 
turboprop Ilyushin IL18 had a 
sudden prcssurization as it was 
landing at the Armenian capital 
and crashed in flames 
The sources said Tuesday 
there were no survivors 
A Moscow source said the 
crash also killed seven persons 
on the ground 


As is the normal procedure, 
the disaster was not reported in 
the press. 


An official at Yerevan airport 
said "it’s a lie." when asked if 
a c rash had occurred 


Sources said the plane was 
flight 909 which left Moscow’s 
Vnukovo 2 airport at 8 39 p m. 
Friday and was to have arrived 
in Yerevan at 1 a m Saturday. 


Sources in Yerevan said of­ 
ficials at the airport had a pas­ 
senger list that they were mak­ 
ing available only to relatives 
of victims

postponed 


PAHUTE MESA. Nev. (U PI) 
— Unfavorable wind patterns 
forced a 24-hour delay today in 
the detonation of a hydrogen 
bomb buried deep beneath the 
desert floor. 
The 
test, 
codenam ed 
"Colby." originally was sche­ 
duled for detonation at 6:15 
a m 
PST 
After a 45-minute 
delay caused by winds blowing 
in a westerly direction, the 
detonation finally was put over 
until 6 15 a m Thursday. 
The winds were not strong 
but were blowing in the direc­ 
tion of Beatty. Nev., only 35 
miles from ground zero. Any 
radiation leak from the detona­ 
tion could have drifted over the 
small desert community. 
Colby was buried at the bot­ 
tom of a shaft 4,175 feet deep 
The thermonuclear warhead 
with a yield of 500 to 1.000 
kilotons, or 25 to 50 times the 
size of the atomic bombs drop­ 
ped on Japan during World War 
II. was up to twice as big as the 
blast detonated at dawn Tues­ 
day. 
That test rattled Las Vegas 
for more than 30 seconds, caus­ 
ing high-rise buildings to sway. 
The blast also raised a cloud of 
dust above the snowdotted 
mesa, but scientists detected no 
radiation leak

tee said today President Ford’s 
budget would weaken recovery 
from the recession, leave un­ 
employment high and continue 
inflation at a 6 per cent level 
The committee’s Democrats 
called instead for higher 
government spending, tempo­ 
rary jobs programs for a 
million persons and a voluntary 
price-incomes policy to reduce 
inflation gradually to 4 per cent 
in 1977 
Committee Republicans, in a 
m inority report, said the 
proposed program 
"requires 
more of the excessive spending 
and huge deficits which con­ 
tributed heavily to our bout 
with inflation and recession in 
the first place " 
Chairman Hubert Humphrey, 
I)-Minn in a statement accom­ 
panying the report, said 
“ The a d m in is tra tio n ’s 
restrictive budget proposals 
would weaken — and perhaps 
interrupt - recovery We are at 
a crossroads in economic 
policy 


“ We can move forward 
toward prosperity and price 
stability or we can stagnate and 
suffer 7 to 8 per cent unemploy­ 
ment and 6 per cent inflation 
until the next recession comes 
along," 


He said federal spending 
would be higher under the 
Democratic program but the in­ 
creased tax revenues it would 


generate would mean the 
deficit would be little if any 
larger. 
But ranking com m ittee 
Republican Clarence Brown of 
Ohio said "The next 12 months 
will see sustained economic 
growth with record numbers 
being added to job rolls if we

Cazzie says he 
can't score much 
on Laker bench

NEW YO RK (U P I) - Cazzie Russell hasn’t 
yet come out and said “ play me or trade me” 
to Los Angeles Inkers Coach Bill Sharman 
That’s not his style 
But then, the season hasn’t ended yet And 
when it does, Russell probably won’t have to 
ask 
Russell, who figured he found a home for his 
outside shooting talent when the Inkers ac­ 
quired Kareem Abdul-Jabbar to dominate the 
backboards, has been complaining publicly 
about his frustration over lack of playing time 
most of the season 
After a tough 101-96 loss Tuesday night to his 
former teammates, the New York Knicks, 
Russell, who played only 14 minutes, sat in the 
locker room and, as one observer put it, 
“ spilled bis guts " 
“ I really feel I could be helping more than I 
have,’’ Russell said “ I really thought this was 
going to be my year But now 1 don’t know my 
status from game to game I ’m not going to 
start a big hassle about it Sharman thinks I ’m 
slowing down but I don’t 
Where does that 
leave me'' I show up. play when I ’m told to 


play and pick up my paycheck ” 
The game in New York was particularly 
frustrating for Russell, a big favorite with the 
crowd here from his days as the important 
* sixth-man" in a Knick uniform He helped 
them win the NBA championship in 1970 and he 
still wears the big gold championship ring on 
his right hand 
Ten of his 14 minutes came in the first half 
and he scored nine points on 4-of4 shooting He 
sat out the entire third period and played the 
first four minutes of the last quarter without 
getting a shot off After he left, the Lakers 
went scoreless for the next 2‘i minutes 
“ I ’d like to see him I Russell > shooting alt 
night long,’’ said Abdul-Jabbar "Hell, he can 
put the ball in the hole But I don’t know if 
that's the answer to our problems One thing is 
sure though we need something There s no 
way we should lose to a team playing without 
its two best players ’’ 
Without the outside threat Russell might 
have provided Abdul-Jabbar found himself in 
the middle of a collapsing Knick defense all 
night With Walt Frazier and Spencer Haywood 


out of action, the Knicks' center combination 
of John Gianelli and Neal Walk accounted for 
31 points, five more than Abdul-Jabbar. and got 
plenty of help as they swarmed all over the 
Laker center 
Sharman calls the Lakers “ the most im­ 
proved team in the league 
He might be right, 
considering how dreadful they were last year. 
They are inconsistent and often nonaggressive 
but with Abdul-Jabbar in the middle, the Lakers 
should be capable of challenging Golden State 
or anyone else in a short playoff series But the 
problems don’t end with Russell and simply 
trading him won’t make the others go away. 
Gail Goodrich, who missed the first month of 
the season in a contract dispute, is playing out 
his option and. as he says, "if Mr Cooke 
owner Jack Kent Cooke) isn’t more generous 
next year. I’ll be looking elsewhere." 
If Goodrich and Russell are gone next year, 
the Lakers, who traded away four young 
players to get Abdul-Jabbar, may find 
themselves with a superstar in the pivot,

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Federal Communications Com­ 
mission has rejected complaints that ABC-TV and the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association discriminated against predomi­ 
nantly black colleges in selection of televised football games. 
The FCC agreed unanimously Tuesday that games involving 
black colleges have been carried on ABC’s national and regional 
games of the week. 
The commission said the question was not a policy of exclusion 
but of how much coverage was sufficient. It said it wouldn’t make 
a judgment on that question because of constitutional lim its on 
censorship and interference with freedom of speech. 
ABC had told the commission it selected games based on general 
viewer interest, derived from an assessment of team strength, the 
competitiveness of particular games, team rankings, and in some 
instances, the traditional nature of the contest such as the Army- 
Navy game. 
Since 1970. it said, it has selected 10 games involving 
predominantly black colleges 
The FEC also rejected a complaint that some Southern televi­ 
sion stations did not have blacks as full-time employes of their 
sports departments It said it doesn’t require minorities to be 
placed in specific jobs.

in a flop house in tin* town of limnokolee 
For two days, he hung around skid row 
where he was told, recruiters picked up

sign At the work camp down the road a 
ferocious Doberman Pinscher strained 
at hts leash ami snarled at the new 
arrivals 
The camp was a depressing place 
row after row of battered old trailers 
upon a parched site that was barren ex 
eept for scattered* empty wine bottles 
and tin cans The wind whipped up the 
sandy, acrid dust until Hernton had to 
squint hghtlv to keep the sand out of his

Fateh trailer was divided into four 
compartments He shared a tiny com

I would like to share some of my 
thoughts with the people of our com­ 
munity concerning the closure of two 
schools in our district Due to may past 
experience as a Hoard Member for many 
years. I think I can take an objective look 
at the situation 
First, let s be clear on one point The 
Hoard 
hasn't ended neighborhood 
schools What it has done is enlarged 
neighborhood attendance areas for some 
of the schools yet still keeping the 
neighborhoods together If busing is in­ 
volved it is a necessary measure There 
has always been some here 
I was a Board Member when both 
Miguelito and I-a Mesa schools were 
built Kven then Hoard Members were 
aware that thev were not ideal school 
sites because the opportunities for 
building homes on all sides of the school 
were limited We hoped to add to the 
original buildings as the enrollments 
went up. but those additions have never 
been justified I know that any kind of 
change is always difficult. but it is usual* 
ly for the best in the long run 
People are discussing alternatives to 
school closure 
Several points should 
first be made concerning funding for the 
district This school district has a very 
complex financial base, and it takes 
special effort to understand it 
It ia 
dependent on state and federal finan­ 
cing 
those just aren t stable revenue 
buses We have never been able to count 
on that money m advance, and have 
never even been sure if we d gei all the 
federal money we d been told we would 


o r when it would come That is our 
prime concern 
Thus vou can see how difficult it is for 
the Board to make budget commitments 
and be sure that the money will come 
through 
If the same people who are 
complaining about this economy move 
by the School Board would write to 
Governor Brown and our state and 
federal legislators to demand better and 
more dependable state and federal 
funding something could be done But 
our hands are tied here 
В is so hard for a Board to be able to be 
him m its projections It may not seem 
like much money is saved by closing two 
schools 
but it will be a considerable 
help 
There are other ways to t4*onomi» m 
our district and 1 think the Board will 
have to look at these too An important 
issue ts the student-teacher ratio An in­ 
crease of one additional student to each 
teacher will raise approximately 4 
million dollars 
Another consideration 
must be the sports programs and other 
extra -curricular activities 


In closing I would like to comment on 
teachers' salaries. 
I expecte the 
teachers of our district will ask the 
Board for at least a 10' \ salary increase 
this year 
That would amount to 
$1 174.578 00 or 6 65'J of the current 
operating budget Where do people think 
money like that is going to come from’
